SINUSES LEFT BY PHLEGMON IN A SYPHILITIC PATIENT 

CURED BY INCISIONS.

A farmer, aged 45, syphilitic, otherwise of good constitution, on July 
20, 1889, received a thrust from a spine of the Osage orange immediately 
over the tubercle of the anterior border of the tibia, the spine being in- 
stantly withdrawn. Inflammation soon lighted up, and extended over 
the region of the patella. About half a pint of pus was discharged upon 
making an incision, but which did not relieve the swelling over the pa- 
tella. Two or three days later this was relieved by an incision which 
penetrated nearly to the patella. 

Various soothing and antiseptic washes and irrigations were used, 
such as solutions of deodorized opium, bichloride of mercury 1-2000, 
permanganate of patassium. In a short time it was discovered that fluid 
injected into the opening over the patella would pass down to the tuber- 
osity of either condyle of the femur, and make its exit at the opening 
over the tubercle below. The entire surface was tender, so that all at- 
ten;pts at bandaging or pressure of any kind had to be abandoned. 

October 1 5 three incisions were made : One from the patella to the 
tuberosity of the outer condyle of the femur ; another from the tubercle 
of the tibia to the tuberosity of the inner condyle of the femur ; the third 
from the opening over the patella to the opening over the tubercle below, 
the grooved director being first introduced in each instance. These pock- 
ets were packed full of iodoform gauze, and kept so packed as long as 
any pocket remained. 

Granulations began to spring up within twenty -four hours, and in one 
month the patient was able to walk about, and perform light labor. 

The internal treatment during the entire time was tonic alternating 
with syphilitic ; at one time the lower chain of the inguinal glands were 
considerably enlarged. 

The case is interesting, first, on account of the syphilitic history of 
the patient. He had infected his wife, and both receiving appropriate 
treatment, she gave birth to a healthy child which, being four months 
old at the time of this occurrence, showed no symptoms of the dis- 
ea.se. 

Again, at the time the incisions were made, there was not the least 
indication of granulations, although the limb had been kept as quiet as 
possible to prevent muscular action from interfering with the healing 
process, although an incision was made on either side of the edges of 
the one in front, separated to the extent of one and one-half inches. 
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A CASE OF PSEUDO-MEMBRAMOUS ENTERITIS.

Miss A is about thirty-five years of age, and has been troubled 

with chronic constipation her whole life. 

In May of this year she consulted a physician for a malarial attack, 
and was also suflFering from some uterine trouble the nature of which I 
did not ascertain. 

With other treatment she received nux vomica internally, and mas- 
sage. Under this influence the condition of the bowels improved, and 
later she visited Excelsior Springs for a time, improving still more while 
there. Shortly after coming under treatment she remarked to her attend- 
ant that she was passing something very peculiar with her stools. Exam- 
ination showed this to consist of long strings of mucus, vermiform in 
appearance, and since that time they have been passed at intervals vary- 
ing from one or two days to a week or ten days, and at times there are 
complete tube-casts of the intestines from two to three or four feet in 
length. Of late, however, they are becoming shorter, softer, and much 
less tenacious, and the patient's health is improving. 

This disease is comparatively rare. It usually occurs in connection 
with ovarian or uterine diseases as in this case, but is very apt to be asso- 
ciated with a nervous or hysterical condition which is absent in this pa- 
tient ; neither are there the paroxysms which usually attend the passage 
of the casts, this patient often being ignorant of their passage. The dis- 
ease is essentially chronic, and resists treatment ; but in this case general 
tonic treatment and hygienic observances are causing great improvement, 
although she cannot be said to have been cured. 



HYPERTROPHY OF THE PROSTATE GLAND— COMPLETE 
RETENTION OF URINE— SUPRAPUBIC PUNCTURE.*

On August 3, 1888, I was called to see D. J , aged 58. living a 

short distance in the country. Upon my arrival I found my patient lying 
on a bench under a shade-tree in the yard. He was lying with legs ^tsitd. 
on abdomen, and appeared to be suflFering the most excruciating pain. 
Pulse 130 per minute; surface bathed in profuse perspiration; extremi- 
ties cold and abdomen very much distended ; frequent spasmodic attempts 
to void his urine, simulating in a striking manner the " bearing-down " 
pains of a woman in the second or third stage of labor.

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The clinical history of the case, as related by the man, was as 
follows : 

For several days prior to this attack he had been engaged in making 
rails, and was compelled to do some heavy lifting. Had difficulty of mic- 
turition for several days, but no complete ' retention till the day before I 
saw him, when he found that he had frequent 3esire to micturate but 
could not. A physician was called, aud made several ineflFectual attempts 
to pass the catheter. Failing in this, he directed hot fomentations over 
the already distended bladder and left the patient, assuring him that he 
would soon be relieved. 

I found the man following the directions of the physician who pre- 
ceded me, awaiting the promised relief. Realizing that something must 
be done and that speedily, I decided to make an effort to pass a catheten 
I found the urethral canal filled with blood, and several long shreds of 
clotted blood were removed. I then introduced a small-sized soft-rubber 
catheter which passed without trouble until it reached the prostatic por- 
tion of the urethra, when it met with an obstruction. I made persistent 
efforts to pass it beyond the obstacle, using a moderate degree of force> 
but my efforts were futile. Suspecting the obstruction to be an hjrper- 
trophied prostate, I made a digital examination per rectum, and found 
the gland greatly enlarged. I next introduced a medium-sized silver 
catheter, determined to ferce it into the bladder, but after using consider- 
able force and failing, I desisted, and sent a boy to my office for my op- 
erating case which contained a very small silver catheter. 

In the meantime I gave a hypodermic of morphia to relieve the 
spasmodic contraction of the vesical walls. 

As soon as the messenger returned I succeeded, after patient effort, 
in passing the small instrument into the bladder, but I found that only a 
few drops of urine passed. On withdrawing the catheter, I found the 
small orifice completely occluded with blood. After cleaning out the 
blood I again in introduced the instrument, but again the orifice was 
closed. I abandoned the idea of relieving the xazxiper via naturalis. 
Three routes into the bladder suggested themselves to my mind : 

1 . By the urethra, forcing a passage through the prostate. 

2. By recto- vesical puncture. 

3. By supra-pubic puncture. 

I chose the last, as it presented the least vulnerable point for the 
induction of inflammation. After shaving the hypogastric region, and 
scrubbing the surface with solution of corrosive sublimate i-iooo, I toc^ 
a medium-sized trocar and canula, and selecting a point on the linea alba 
about one inch above the pubic arch I plunged it through the abdominal 
parietes into the bladder, directing the point of the instrument downward 
and backward, in order to avoid the peritoneum. I withdrew the trocar, 
leaving canula in situ, through which passed a large quantity of urine 
possessing a strong ammoniacal odor. After allowing nearly all to pass 
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ofi', I had the patient placed in bed and removed the canula. I covered 
the abdomen with iodoform gauze and directed that the recumbent posi- 
tion be maintained, in order to prevent extravasation of urine. After 
leaving an opiate to be given during the night, I returned home, after 
first instructing the family to notify me at once, should the abdomen 
begin to swell. • 

I heard nothing more from my patient till the fourth day after the 
operation, when he presented himself at my ofiice and reported himself 
well. He stated that he had not felt the least inconvenience from the 
operation, and that he had passed his urine /<?r via naturalis s\\ic^ the 
morning following the operation. Since that time to the present he has 
not been troubled with complete retention, although occasionally, after a 
hard day's work or exposure to a cold, damp atmosphere, he has some 
difficulty in micturition. 

I report this case, not because of its rare occurrence, nor because I 
have anything new to offer in the way of surgical interference. But in 
view of the fact that at least one-third of the men who have passed the 
age of fifty years are troubled to some extent with enlarged prostates, 
and we, as physicians and surgeons, are frequently consulted by these 
cases, we should therefore acquaint ourselves with the pathological 
changes which this little glandular body undergoes during life, and be 
ready to give such relief as may be offered by medicinal and surgical 
interference. 



LARV^ IN THE NASAL AND OTHER CAVITIES.

Apropos of the article by Dr. R. G. Jennings in the January Index. 
I would report three cases. Larvae infesting neglected wounds are not 
uncommon ; but in the normal cavities of the human head they are much 
more rare. I have noted three cases : 

Case I. In one, whose name is forgotten, the patient had been l>4ng 
unattended in the stupor of typhoid fever. When seen, the right conjunc- 
tival sac was filled with larvae, probably twenty being contained in it. and 
they had caused severe inflammation of the conjunctiva. In the other 
two cases, of which I have notes, the nasal cavities were affected. 

Case II. About September i, 1888, a fly flew into the left nostril 
of the patient, and was at once blown out. Two or three days later he 
began to have severe pain in the frontal region and left side of his face- 
He was at first treated for neuralgia, but after several days he began to 
blow maggots from the left nostril, and produced one or two ever}- day. 
The pain in the head and face still continued, and the patient became 
delirious. While in this condition he came first under mv care. The 
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nose and left cheek were much swollen and red ; there was a constant 
thin, bloody discharge from the left nostril^ which excoriated the lip; fe- 
ver and a general appearance of debility ; hallucinations, paricularly at 
night. After measures were taken to remove the larvae from the nasal 
cavity the patient rapidly recovered. The larvae were white, and about 
twenty-five were removed from the nostril. 

Case III. Little of the previous history of this patient was obtain- 
able, as no interpreter could be procured. He was first seen September 
12, 1888. For a considerable time the right eye had been inflamed, and 
in addition there were symptoms of obstruction of the nasal duct. For 
four days before I saw him the patient had had bleeding from the right 
nostril. When seen there was an abundant. bloody, thin discharge from 
the nostril ; the right side of the nose and right eyelid were red and 
swollen ; the conjunctiva of the right eye much swollen and injected ; 
larvae were frequently discharged from the right nostril. In examining 
the eye a moving mass was seen at the inner canthus just behind the 
inferior punctum ; this was grasped with small forceps and a larva was 
with some diflficulty extracted ; it having evidently been previously in 
the inferior lachrymal canal, and its extremity being unable to pass 
through the punctum, had forced an external opening at another point. 
At the time it was extracted it was undoubtedly much larger than when it 
entered the duct and passed into the canal. After the removal of this 
larva, and those from the nasal cavity, improvement was rapid, the con- 
junctival inflammation abated, the nasal symptoms and swelling of the 
face disappeared, and on September 18 the patient was discharged. 

In both of these cases the larvae .appeared identical. Ip Case III. a 
number of the larvae were preserved by my friend Dr. Lindemann, and 
after a few days these passed through the pupa stage and metamorphosed 
into dark green flies, a little' larger than the common house-flies, but I 
was not entomologist enough to determine the species. 

It is noticeable that both these cases occurred in the same month, 
and at nearly the same time as the case reported by Dr. Jennings. How 
frequent these parasites may be here or further south I am unable to say, 
nor have I found any information concerning them in medical works. 



CASES OF DISEASES OF THE EYE AND EAR, PRESENTED 
AT PROF. TIFFANY'S CLINIC.

During the period from September 19 to December 21, the follow- 
ing interesting cases were presented to the class of the University 
Medical College of Kansas City, by Flavel B. Tiffany, M. D., Professor of 
Ophthalmology and Otology. 

Case i. — Congenital Poly Coria, Mrs. Margaret Billingsby, age 55. 
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The patient claimed this double pupil was due to a coal of fire striking 
the cornea when a child. The cornea is perfectly free from any cicatrix, 
and the chambers from any opacity. The second pupil is irregular in 
shape, and at the inner and inferior portion of the iris and external to the 
circular fibres. This condition is one quite rare to the oculist, and the 
first one ever appearing before the clinic. The ophthalmoscope also re- 
vealed choroiditis. 

Case 2. — Convergent Strabismus and Tinea Tarsi. Miss Lena E- 



age 19. Treatment : Tenotomy of internal recti, and yellow oxide of 
mercury for the lids. Sept. 21, lids are improving. Sept. 28, made o|>er- 
ation. Oct. 5, doing well. Has not returned since. 

Case 3. — Entropion, Trachoma and Pannus, Michael Z , age 25 ; of 

six months* duration. Vision Treatment : Tiffany's operation for entropion, 
nitrate of silver and syndectomy. Sept. 21, eyes improving. Sept. 28. 
still improving. Used yellow oxide to-day. Oct. 12, doing well. Ni- 
trate of silver. Oct. 12, still doing well. Oct. 19, is getting well. Oct. 
26, better. Nov. 2, nearly well. Nov. 9, the same. Patient discharged 
with sufficient vision to read ordinary print. 

Case 4. — Trachoma, Letuoma, and Sympathetic Ophthalmia, Arthur 

McQ . age 60 ; of four months' standing. Lost R. E. fifty years 

ago. Treatment : Nitrate of silver, yellow oxide mercury, and enuclea- 
tion of R. E. advised. Sept. 28, no improvement. Oct. 19, eye the same. 
Nov. 9, L. E. is a little better. Nov. 16, cornea is clearing up. Dec. 14^ 
no marked improvement, and will be none until the stump of right eye 
is enucleated. 

Case 5. Purulent Ophthalmia. Infant, age 2 months. Treatment: 
Hot water dripping constantly on the eye, nitrate of silver. Sept. 
2 1 , scarcely any discharge from the lids ; the cornea is clear. Sept. 28, 
eyes open for the first time, no signs of ulceration, cornea bright. No 
further treatment except a little alum- water. 

Qasu 6.— Iritis Syphilitica, Mrs. Minnie L -.age 38; of 3 weeks* 

duration. Treatment : Sulphate of atropine and antisyphilitic treatment. 
Sept. 21, pupil L. E. not much dilated, though we have used mydriatics 
some time. Sept. 8, eyes are better ; pupils are dilated. Oct. 5, about 
the same. Oct. 19, is better to-day. Oct. 26, still improving. Nov. 23, 
vision still poor. 

Case 7. — Iritis Syphilitica, Cataract and Posterior Synechia. Sarah 

E , age 47 ; colored. Treatment : Sulphate of atropine, yellow oxide 

of mercury, and iridectomy. Sept. 21, her \nsion is .slightly improved. 
Sept. 28, is about the same. Iridectomy made on left eye. and found iris 
adherent to the lens. Oct. 12, has pain in the eye; enucleation advised. 
Oct. 19, eye still pains her. Dec. 14, patient not returned. 
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Cask 8. Letuoma, Conjunctivitis and Iritis Sympathetica. Stenslaf 

G , age 40. Treatment: Nitrate of silver, and antisjrphilitic. Sept. 

21, he is some better. Oct. 5, eyes considerably better. Oct. 12, 
still improving.

Case 13. — Infantile Cataract and Divergent Stradisfnus, Alexander 
R , age 17. Treatment: Extraction of lens. Had cataract remov- 
ed from left eye a year ago. Sept. 21, removed cataract from right 
eye. Oct. 5, vision is sufficient to read smaller print. 

Case 14. — Phlyctenular KeratitiSy Panntis Crassus and Trachoma, 

Owen J , age 21 ; of two years' standing. Sept. 21, came before the 

class. V. R. E. **.; V. h- E. **. Treatment; Yellow oxide of mercury, 
nitrate of silver and iridectomy. Sept. 24, cornea very red with an ulcer 
over the pupil. The photophobia is intense ; so great as to cause vio- 
lent fits of sneezing when the eye is opened. Sept. 26, he can now per- 
ceive light, and the cornea has cleared up very much. Oct. 5, some pain 
in left eye, the photophobia is not so great. Oct. 12, is some better. 
Made syndectomy. There was a profuse haemorrhage, after which the 
cornea cleared rapidly. Oct. 19, is considerably better. Oct. 26, percep- 
tion of light considerably increased and photophobia decreased since the 
operation. Nov. 2, can now outline the cornea. Nov. 9, sight improved 
somewhat. Nov. 16, improved remarkably since last week. He can walk 
around now where he pleases.

Sept. 21, the cornea is clearing up nicely; photophobia is very 
great. Sept. 28, eyes open for the first time for over a month. Oct. 5, 
still improving. Patient has not returned.

The head was lowered, windows opened, room cleared, artificial res- 
piration resprted to, hypodermic injections of alcohol, and lastly, elec- 
tricity used. All this was done within a few seconds after the heart-fail- 
ure was noticed, but to no purpose ; no pulsation was felt after the head 
was lowered. 

The heart ceased beating suddenly, and no artificial measures were 
sufficient to reestablish its action. 

Autopsy revealed no serious affection of the heart ; it is thought 
there was a slight dilatation of the right ventricle. There were some ad- 
hesions of the pleura of the lower left lobe of the left lung, otherwise the 
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- heart and lungs were in a normal condition, but there was some atheroma 
of the blood-vessels. 

Coroner's verdict : — Death was caused by syncope due to chloroform, 
but to no fault of the operator nor the mode of administering the drug.

Among the several patients at the clinic, the most interesting was that 
of Mr. O. N. J. ( Case 14), who presented himself for examination on 
September 21. The patient was born in the U. S., and is an engineer by 
trade. The eyes have been paining him for two years more or less. At 
the time he was working on a stationary engine, amidst the smoke and 
dust, and his eyes became inflamed and went on to trachoma and pannus 
crassus. When he came before the class he had phlyctaenular keratitis, 
pannus crassus and trachoma.

The photophobia was so great, and the lids so very much thickened, 
that it was with difficulty that the lids covdd be inverted. A strong solu- 
tihn of nitrate of silver was applied three times a week for three weeks. 
The disease yielded rapidly to treatment, and at the end of this time he 
could perceive light. Syndectomy was advised for the pannus, which 
was so dense that the outline of the cornea could not be seen. On Octo- 
ber 12 syndectomy was made, followed by a profuse haemorrhage, after 
which the cornea began to clear up rapidly. The photophobia rapidly 
decreased after the syndectomy was made, and a dense leucoma was 
found which has yielded rapidly to the electric cautery- and the yellow 
oxide of mercury. The pupil can now be outlined, and the color of the 
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«ye discerned ; he can now count fingers several feet. Vision both eyes 
5-160. It is believed he will have very fair sight in a short time. In 

employing the electro-cautrery the platinum blade was used, and applied 
flat-wise to the cornea; it was kept at a white heat and applied to three 
or four different places. 

When nitrate of silver was used, 2 per cent, solution was the strength 
except where ten per cent, was specified.

ABSTRACTS. 

LOBULAR PNEUMONIA* 

AY A. J. VANCE, M. D., HARRISON, ARK. 



Lobular pneumonia has prevailed endemically for the past. few years, 
and as there are a few peculiar features attending this form of pneumonia 
it will probably not be out of* place to give it more than a pass 
ing notice. 

It is a difficult task to present anything new on a subject upon which 
there has been so much written as pneumonia, but we find ourselves 
prone to discuss those diseases that worry us the most. Lobular pneu- 
monia does not not always follow influenza or bronchitis, as most wait- 
ers claim. It frequently happens tHat the physician is not called early in 
the attack, not until the pneumonia is fully developed, and it is a difficult 
matter in such cases to determine whether it has occurred primarily or as 
a result of bronchitis, but the history, sudden onset and absence of cough 
and other symptoms of bronchitis in some cases, are sufficient to justify 
the opinion that it may occur primarily. 

The opinion that it is always bilateral is not correct. I say this with 
due deference to those who hold a different opinion. It frequently occurs 
in one lung only, or a part of one lobe may become affected, small 
" patches ** of lobules becoming the seat of inflammation, and these being 
scattered throughout a lobe or one whole lung. Again, one lung mav 
be completely solidified and the other remain normal, thus resembling 
the croupous variety. 

It is remarkable how rapidly the lungs become infiltrated in some 
cases, the affected lung becoming completely solidified in a few hours, the 
breathing entirely bronchial and no rales being heard at all. One case is 
reported to me from one of my confreres : A negro boy who was attacked 
suddenly and died within twenty hours. This occurred during an epi- 
demic in March, 1885, in and around Harrison, which was attended with 
a dreadful mortality. Prior to that time, the croupous variety prevailed

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altogether, and it was a common remark among physicians that patients 
with pneumonia should recover in all cases except in the aged and ver>' 
young children, but since the epidemic referred to every case is treated 
with a certain degree of anxiety. 

The greatest danger to life is the rapid infiltration of the lungs with 
deficient absorption or even none at all. The pulmonary area open to 
respiration becomes rapidly diminished, and the respiratory muscles be- 
come weaker and weaker until pulmonary collapse and carbonic acid poi- 
soning are developed. Sometimes areas of dullness are noticed over one 
portion of the lungs at one visit, and the next day they will have disap- 
peared and similar areas will have appeared in other portions of the same 
lung or in the other lung. The changes may be partially due to a tran- 
sitory collapse of the lung tissue, such cases pursue such irregular courses 
that it is impossible to form an opinion what the probable condition of 
the patient will be in twenty-four hours. 

Pleurisy rarely occurs as a serious complication. In fact, it is gener- 
ally conspicuously absent. 

Another peculiar feature in this form of pneumonia is the appearance 
in some cases of gastro-intestinal inflammation as a complication, espe- 
cially entero-colitis. I have also seen peritonitis and pericarditis occur as 
troublesome complications. 

The treatment of lobular pneumonia is quite difleieut from the heroic 
treatment of croupous pneumonia of a quarter of a century ago. How- 
ever badly the patient endured the depressing eflFects of venesection then, 
he would be less able to endure it in lobular form now. The anti-phlo- 
gistic treatment formerly employed is supplanted by a supportive treat- 
ment, together with such means as will encourage expectoration and pro- 
mote absorption of the inflammatory exudates. Syr. senegae, syrup or 
wine of ipecac and carbonate of ammonia are the remedial agents usually 
employed to relieve the inflamed lungs. Opium is contra-indicated in most 
cases, as it is liable to increase the pulmonary congestion — benumbs the 
excitability of the nerves and lessens the desire to cough, thereby dis- 
couraging expectoration. 



CHLORALAMID AS A HYPNOTIC.

In a recent number of the British Medical Journal the author pre- 
sents the results o\ his observations upon the use of this drug. He says : 
I have recently given it to twenty patients suffering from various ill- 
nesses, in all of whom insomnia was a troublesome symptom. Brief notes 
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>are appended. It will be seen' that the drug produci-d comfortable sleep 
in all the patients except two ; one of these was suffering from delirium 
connected with cerebral haemorrhage, and the other was admitted with 
rheumatic fever complicated by delirium tremens and salicylic poisoning. 
Both these patients died shortly after admission. It is noteworthy that 
>some of the other patients were suffering from extremely painful dis- 
eases, and yet chloralamid produced sleep ; thus a woman who had a tho- 
racic aneurism preferred it to morphine, and another patient who had 
carcinoma of the stomach also slept better with chloralamid than with 
morphine. The patient with carcinoma of the liver suffered intense pain, 
yet she dozed comfortably after chloralamid. The man suffering from 
cerebral softening who was quieted by the drug is also a striking case. 
Probably the house-physicians, sisters and nurses are the best judges of 
hypnotics, as they see the patients frequently during the night. They all 
tell me that those who take chloralamid sleep T^ell and comfortably after 
it, and the sisters of the three wards in which I have used it teU me 
that the patients sleep better after chloralamid than after any of the hyp- 
notics which have been introduced during the last few years. My .own 
experience, and what the patients themselves tell me, certainly agree 
with this. In none of the twenty patients to whom I have given it — 
and many of them have taken several doses — have any effects followed 
that can be looked upon as contra-indications to its use. Never have I 
observed any depressing results, nor has headache followed its use. The 
time which elapses between its administration and the commencement of 
sleep varies between a quarter of an hour and two or three hours. If it 
is given in the evening, when once asleep the patient usually sleeps quietly 
till morning. Some writers have stated that occasionally after a dose in 
the evening the patient does not go to sleep till the next morning, and 
that he remains asleep all the day. This was so with one of my pa- 
tients ; but it must be remembered that, as the drug is feebly .soluble in 
water — twenty grains take five hours to dissolve in two ounces of water 
— it is often given as a powder with some milk. It was administered in 
this way to my patient who slept the next day, and I should think that 
some of these cases of delayed action were due to delayed absorption. 
Now I always prescribe it with spirit ; twenty grains will dissolve in one 
drachm of rectified spirit in fifteen minutes, and water may be added to 
this solution without reprecipitating the drug. A good way of giving it 
is to tell the patient to dissolve it in a little brandy, add water to his lik- 
ing, and drink it shortly before going to bed. If given in milk, not only 
is it insoluble, but it is difficult to swallow, for it sticks to the sides and 
bottom of the glass. The taste is slightly bitter, but by no means disa- 
greeable. It should never be prescribed with alkalies, for they decom- • 
pose it ; nor should hot water be mixed with it, for it decomposes at [48° ♦ 
F. For an adult, 20 to 60 grains — the exact amount depending upon 
the cau.se of the insomnia — is the dose ; usually 30 grains will suf-

fice. It has the advantage over sulfonal that it is only half the price, 
and it has the g^eat advantage over paraldehyde that it has no nasty 
smell or taste, nor is it difficult to dissolve. 

The few cases that have been published quite bear out the cas6s re- 
corded here. It would seem that in chloralamid we have a safe hypnotic, 
which ever hardly has any depressing effects, which does not produce indi- 
gestion, and very rarely gives rise to any unpleasant results. We do not of 
course yet know what harm may result from its prolonged use. Refer- 
ences to those authors who have studied the chemistry and physiologi- 
cal action of the drug will be found recorded by Leech*, Paterson^, and 
in a leading article in the Therapeutic Gazette for September, 1889. 
Rabow' considers 45 grains of chloralamid to be equivalent to 30 grains 
of chloral. Chloralamid has been used successfully as an enema by 
Peiper*. 

Case I. — ^Typhoid. A girl aged 4>4. Very irritable and fretful, of- 
ten keeps the other patients awake by her crying ; 5 or 10 grains of chlo- 
ralamid always sent her to sleep a quarter of an hour after taking it. 
She slept quietly for many hours. She took it frequently for a fort- 
night. 

Case II. — Sarcoma of last rib, growing extensively into the tissues 
and organs around. A middle aegd man. He suffered intense pain, but 
30 or 40 grains of chloralamid always gave him sleep, often for the whole 
night. It relieved him as much as, or even more than, morphine. 

Case III. — Cerebral haemorrhage with noisy delirium. An adult man 
30 grains of chloralamid did not relieve the delirium. 

Case IV. — ^Thoracic aneurism ; a woman. She suffered great pain. 
Before the intiy>duction of chloralamid she was treated with injections of 
morphine. Fof the last month of her life she had many doses of 30 or 
40 grains of chloralamid. She always slept well after it, and said she 
preferred it to morphine. 

Case V.^Subacute nephritis. A woman aged 27. Slept well and 
comfortably after a dose of 30 grains. 

Case VI. — Mitral regurgitation, pericarditis. A boy aged 12. Slept 
all night after a dose of 5 grains. 

Case VII. — Mitral regurgitation and albuminuria. A man aged 40. 
30 grains made him sleep well and comfortably. 

Case VIII. — Extreme ascites, probably due to cirrhosis. An elder- 
'ly man. much troubled with insomnia. 50 grains made him sleep well 
and comfortably. 

Case IX^ — Carcinoma of the liver. A woman aged 38. She suf- 
fered extreme pain, but 30 grains of chloralamid caused her to sleep well 
and doze in comfort. 

Case X.— Erysipelas. A middle-aged woman. 30 grains always 
made her sleep comfortably. 

Case XI. — Rheumatic fever. A boy aged 10. Fifteen grains

every four hours gave him quiet sleep, although he suffered much pain. 

Case XII. — Rheumatic fever, delirium tremens, salicylate poisoning. 
A man aged 40 ; died a few hours after admission. " One drachm of chlo- 
ralamid had no effect upon him. 

Case XIII. — Brachial monoplegia, probably due to embolism and 
cerebral softening. An old man, who was very noisy and delirious. 30 
grains always quieted him, and produced sleep lasting some hours. 

Case XIV. — Mitral disease. A middle-aged woman. 30 grains al- 
ways produced sleep. 

Case XV. — Carcinoma of the pylorus. A woman aged 56. 30 grains 
always produced sleep better than morphine. 

Case XVI.— Chronic eczema. A man aged 40. 30 grains caused 
comfortable sleep. 

Case XVII. — Mitral regurgitation and floating kidney. A woman 
aged 50. 30 grains produced sleep, although the floating kidney caused 
much pain. 

Case XVIII. — Spastic paraplegia. A woman aged 56. 20 grains 
caused comfortable sleep. 

Case XIX. — Phthisis, aortic disease, saturnine paralysis. A man 
aged 65. 20 grains always produced sleep, but it took twelve hours to 
act, so that if the medicine were given in the evening the patient did 
not sleep during the night, but slept all the next day. 

Case XX. — Mitral regurgitation. An adult man. A severe case. 
30 grains produced comfortable sleep. •

AN EXCELLENT REMEDY IN TYPHOID. 



Editor Index : — In the treatment of fevers, when you know you 
have a case of typhoid or typho-malaria, in addition to calomel, quinine, 
turpentine and hot fomentations, or poulticing the bowels, use from one 
to two drachms of nitrate of ammonia and one-half to one drachm of 
Fowler's solution of arsenic in three ounces of pure water ; of this solu- 
tion give one teaspoonful ev^ry three hours till the fever subsides, which 
will be in from two to five days, or at least such has been the result in all 
the cases where I have used it except one, and that was where pneumonia 
complicated. I have been using it over a year, and have failed in but 
the one case. Of course you have to watch the effect of the arsenic, and 
check up a little when the face and eyelids puff. 

I have used salicylate of ammonia, yet it is not nearly as good in 
my h^nd, as the other. Equal parts of chlorinated lime and Listerine 
with iodide of potassium have given considerable satisfaction in my prac- 
tice, but not near so good results as the arsenic and nitrate of ammonia. 
Use nothing else to reduce fever, unless it be a little aconite and gel- 
semium. 

Antipyretics made from coal-tar have not answered so well in my 
practice. They are death in pneumonia ; I can't tell why, but such has 
been my e.xperience. Let me hear from you after you have given the 
ammonia and arsenic a fair trial. Of course you just add that to your 
other treatment. Trulyyours,

due in great part to the eflFects of the milk and suet, this being our grand- 
mothers' remedy ( without any medicine ) for obstinate diarrhoeas, and it 
often proved eflfiective when drugs had failed. — Ed. Index.] 

FOR DEBILITY AND WANT OF APPETITE.

Sig.: One to two.teaspoonfuls in water an hour after meals and 
at bedtime. — This must be associated with abstinence from tobacco ( for 
its mental effect ? — Ei>.) in all its forms, cleanliness of mind and body, 
laxatives when needed, and, in a word, attention to the rules of hygiene. 

But if more quotations are made there might be danger of infringe- 
ment upon the copyright. These will show the general character of the 
prescriptions, however, of which there must be several thousand. A 
carefully-prepared index gives easy reference to the proper medicines for

This is the initial volume of the series to be known as : ** The Spe- 
cialties in the Practice of Medicine;" if succeeding numbers are issued 
in the same style and of the same high standard this will, next to the 
issuance of the Handbook of Medical Sciences ^ be the most interesting and 
valuable set of books evier sent out by this firm. 

In Germany this treatise of Prof. Schmidt-Rimpler is regarded as 
the highest authority upon subjects pertaining to ophthalmology and 
ophthalmoscopy, being, as Prof. Roosa says, clearly written and compre- 
hensive — a. didactic work that must command attention everywhere ; nor 
has the translator's work marred the text, as is so often the case. The 
editor's work has evidently been carefully done, and the notes added by 
Dr. Roosa form not the least interesting part of the work. 

The chapter on errors of refraction and accommodation is one de- 
serving of special commendation, the subject being thoroughly and satis- 
factorily explained — perhaps more clearly than in any other work upon 
diseases of the eye. 

The book is divided into three parts — the first treating upon general 
observations on the examination and treatment of the eye, errors of re- 
fraction and accommodation, and amblyopia and amaurosis ; the second 
treats of ophthalmology, ophthalmoscopic appearances of the healthy 
eye, and diseases of the nerves, retina, choroid and vitreous body ; the 
third takes up glaucoma and ophthalmomalacia, diseases of the lens, 
conjunctiva, cornea, sclera, iris and ciliary body, sympathetic ophthalmia 
and suppurative choroiditis. 

What morelcan be said? The greatest of German works, ably tran- 
slated, and "edited by the most prominent of American teachers — that 
should suffice to commendjt to any physician desiring a thorough, scien- 
tific treatise upon this subject. The printer's work is beautifully done, 
the volume being one of the handsomest ever issued by William Wood 
& Co. 



EDITORIAL. 

At the last meeting of the county society a very important matter 
came up for discussion. This was the unjustness or justness of the bill 
of a certain physician practising in this city. The patient was a preach- 
er, who had long since ceased ministering to the spiritual welfare of the 
sons of men and engaged in more profitable business, judging from a 
financial standpoint. He was wealthy ; the illness was a painful and 
fatal one — the duties of the physician arduous in the extreme, necessi- 
tating constant attendance and neglect of other duties. For four or five 
days services the doctor bought in a bill of $300. The amount was 
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deemed excessive and protest was made against payment, the excu se be 
ing that anothet doctor in the city said the price was too high / And be- 
cause the doctor had not long been in practice ! The matter was 
finally referred to the county society for adjudication, the parties owing 
the bill agreeing to pay if the charges be affirmed by the society. What 
action will be taken remains to be seen, as the subject was referred to a 
committee. But justice demands that the society should sustain the 
charge ; there is no question as to proper treatment, it being admitted 
hat the case was managed as skillfully as could could have been done by 
the most accomplished surgeon in the country ; and if the same bill had 
been rendered for the same services by certain prominent men in the city 
no question would have been raised. ** But that a man just beginning to 
practise should ask such a fee is absurd ! " At least so said the doctor to 
whom the question was put; and besides, the patient was a minister of 
the gospel ! The courts have recently settled this question by holding 
that each physician may set his own price upon his services and collect 
by legal process therefor ; if a man chooses to be a cheap doctor, he has, 
therefore, a perfect right to make himself such. If he prefers to charge 
what he thinks is a proper remuneration rather than what will be 
satisfactory to the patient, he can do so; but the probabilities are that 
the man who sets a high value upon his services will, in the long run, 
come out ahead of him who begins his practice by posing as one who es- 
pouses low prices. At all events, the young man was right in refusing 
to compromise for a sum less than that he deemed justly due, and for 
which he presented a bill which was collectable at law. 



But, aside from the justness of the bill, there is another point at 
stake, and that is the interference, in an indirect way to be sure, of one 
doctor with the business of a neighbor. It is a matter of far more 
importance than the much-discussed, greatly-condemned breach of pro- 
fessional etiquette, ** stealing patients." While the physicians of Kansas 
City, as a rule, are pretty careful about trespassing upon the practice of 
each other — in other words, observing rather well the rule that one doc- 
tor shall not attempt to rob his brother of his patronage — in the matter 
of fees, some of them are greatly guilty. It is not at all uncommon for a 
man to come into the office of his medical attendant and say : *' That 
bill of yours is entirely too much for attending my wife in confinement; 
you have charged me $25.00, and I asked Dr. A. about it ; and he says 
$15.00 is enough for any doctor delivering a woman under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, and I don't see why you should charge me $25.00." Or : 
** Doctor, I don*t think you should have charged me $100.00 for cutting 
out that tumor ; Doctor B. says it's highway robbery — that $25.00 would 
have been a high price." Or : ** Doctor, I can't see why you ask $25.00 
for a consultation ; Dr. C. says $10.00 is the usual price," etc., etc. I say 
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this is a common practice ^mong the doctors of this city, and the discus- 
sion of this protested bill ought to bring out the point in its strongest 
light. It is the most reprehensible — nay, damnable — mode of undermin- 
ing the business of a neighbor that can be concocted. The man who is 
guilty of it is like him who hath not musick. in his soul — fit for treason 
— and deserves the fate of the traitor. 



The discussion raises another question : Ought ministers of the gos- 
pel to be charged lor medical attendance ? It is the custom of many 
physicians to do the practice of preachers for nothing — whether for the 
" influence" of the man of God or to *' lay up treasures in heaven " ap- 
peareth not. When preachers were the most illy-paid workers in the 
whole community, when they were dependent upon the donation parties 
and the Sunday morning collections for their daily bread and raiment 
such a practice on the part of the physician was a most commendable 
one. But the preachers of to-day, in the cities and larger towns at least, 
work for good, fat salaries, as well as for the salvation of their fellow- 
men. And just why a doctor, who labors six days in accordance with 
the injunction of the Holy Book but is not able to follow out the re- 
mainder of the command and rest upon the seventh day lest his family 
should not have the wherewith to cover their nakedness — I say just why 
he should not charge the minister, who receives a salary of from $2,000 to 
$15,000 per annum, passeth my comprehension. If, therefore, the con- 
sideration of the young man*s' bill adds one mite toward the banishment 
of this practice, the time of the society will have been well spent. 



EDITORIAL NOTES. 



Influenza. — The epidemic form of this complaint has, perhaps, re 
ceived -more names than any other disease. In Germany it has been 
called Blitz-catarrh (lightning cold) ; in France, La Grippe {WMt snatch), 
on account of the rapidity of its onset ; this latter name has been gener- 
ally adopted in this country, where the disease is undoubtedly present. 
In the Vienna hospitals it is known as Catarrhus Epidemicus ; there are 
at least fifteen more names that have been applied to it, but it would be 
tedious to mention them. The methods of treatment have been as varied 
as the names of the disease : In France, where Za Grippe appears to be 
of the mild form, as it is here, the best results have been obtained by the 
use of quinine, antip3rrine and exalgine — the latter acting, if taken in 
time, as a prophylactic against the headache which so frequently accom- 
panies this complaint. There is generally little danger to be apprehended 
unless the disease be neglected, in which case the pneumonia which may 
supervene is likely to be dangerous. The United States has suffered from 
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several epidemics, those of 1828 and.1873 being almost universal, but they 
. were of the mild type. La Grippe is probably due to some organism in 
the air, and the present epidemic may lead to a better knowledge of its 
habitat ; it is but mildly contagious. There is, of course, no specific, and 
a great number of preparations have been used in treating the complaint, 
but the reports ffom France, which include such well-known names as 
Brigonnet, Dujardin-Beaumetz, Desnos, Bardet, Michaux and others, in- 
dicate that the disagreeable symptoms can be greatly mitigated by four- 
grain doses of exalgine repeated two or three times a day. 

Trephining for Cerebral Hi^MORRHAGE. — At a recent meeting 
of the Paris Academy of Medicine (Journal de Medicine), Champonierre 
gave the history of a case of cerebral hasmorrhage successfully operated 
upon. The translation of the report is given in the January number of 
the Nashville y<:72<r«a/ of Medicine and Surgery as follows : A man aged 
fifty-three years, had an attack of cerebral haemorrhage twenty months 
ago. Right hemiplegia ; late contracture of the hand and epileptiform 
attacks ensued. Focus was localized at the middle part of the precentral 
convolution. By means of craniometrical measurements the correspond- 
ing portion of the skull was mapped out, and the trephine applied. A 
focus of an old cerebral haemorrhage was found. The focus was removed 
and the surrounding walls carefully cleansed with antiseptic solutions. 
Suture of dura and scalp ; drainage. Duration of operation, one hour 
and a quarter. The day after the operation the contracture of the hand 

eased. Power had also greatly returned. When the patient was 
allowed to get up, his walk was found to be easier. His speech is more 
distinct and his intelligennce greater. During foyr months he has had 
no convulsions, whereas, prior to the operation, they recurred at least 
every two weeks. 

Chloral Hydrate for Scarlatina. — In the Medical News for 
December 14, 1889, Dr. J. C. Wilson speaks very highly of the use of 
chloral hydrate in the treatment of scarlet fever. He has been experi- 
menting with it for some years, and is now ready to give a positive de- 
claration in its favor, i. It is given thus : 

R Chloral, hydrat. 3ss 

S>Tupi lactucarii 

Aquae aa fsiss 

Misce. Sig.: A teaspponful in iced water given every two, threi or four 
hours, with the administration of nourishment immediately after the 
medicine ; the object being to keep the patient in a condition of light 
repose. The doctor has found that the treatment of scarlet fever by chloral 
hydrate without the use of other drugs has yielded satisfactor>' results. 
2. The chief rdle of chloral in the treatment of scarlet fever is that of a 
sedative to the cerebral centres ; it appearing to antagonize certain toxic 
principles formed within the organism in the course of the disease. 3. 
Chloral is also useful on account of its antiseptic properties i^a) upon the 
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throat; {b) upon the kidneys; (^) to a slight extent upon the fluids of 
the organism at 'large. 4. The elimination of chloral by the kidneys 
and its diuretic effect render it especially useful in the treatment of scar- 
let fever. 

Health Report for December. — The report of the Kansas City 
Board of Health for the month of December, 1889, shows a death-rate of 
8.9 per annum for each 1000 inhabitants. The number of births was 181, 
deaths 147. The deaths were from abscess i, Bright's disease i, bron- 
chitis 5, carbuncle i, cancer 4, cholera infantum i (queer time of year for 
that), congestion of the brain i, congestion of the lungs 2, consumption 
9 (very low mortality), convulsions 7, croup 3, cyanosis i, dentition i 
( what's the matter with the doctor that a better diagnosis could not be 
made?), diarrhoea 2, diphtheria 11 (not many cases reported, but death- 
rate high), disease of brain 2, of the heart 3, of bladder i, lungs, 2, stom- 
ach I, dysentery 2, epilepsy i, erysipelas i, malarial fever 2, scarlet fever 
3, typhoid fever 2, typhomalarial fever 3, fracture of skull 2, hernia i, 
haemorrhage of navel i, inanition^ 7, inflammation of brain 3, of bowels i, 
of bronchi i, of peritoneum i, injury i, intemperance i, marasmus 3, men- 
ingitis 3, surgical operations i, old age 2, poisoning 4, paralysis 2, pneu- 
monia 21 ( major portion following La Grippe), premature birth 3, rheu- 
matism I, softening of the brain i, suffocation i, stricture of the bowels 
I, septicaemia i, suicide 2, sjrphilis i, tetanus i, unknown i (excellent di- 
agnosis — would hit more cases if doctors would,'*like Topsy, 'fess up), 
whooping cough 2. Eleven died at the city hospital, three at St. Joseph's, 
two at All Saints, two at the Hospital for the aged, one at the Wabash 
Railway hospital, and none at the small-pox hospital, the Missouri Pacific 
hospital and the Homoeopathic hospital. 

Scraping Buboes. -Drs. Binnie and Lanphear have been making 
free incisions into chancroidal and gonorrhoeal buboes, evacuating the 
contents, washing thoroughly and then injecting a solution of cocaine. 
After the anaesthetic effect of the drug has made its appearance, the cav- 
ity is thoroughly scrapad out with a Sharp's spoon, attempt being made 
to obtain all tissues liable to break down ; the wound is then carefully 
irrigated, and dressed as if it were a simple one instead of venereal. If 
complete asepsis is secured and the contents thoroughly scraped out, heal- 
ing is almost immediate. From four to ten days, however, may be re- 
quired to entirely close the wound. — In some cases df chancroid the 
same treatment is efficacious, the ulcer being treated as if it were a lu- 
poid one; it is first cleansed with sublimate solution ( and the surround- 
ing tissues also), then wiped with absorbent cotton dipped in ether ; then 
the unhealthy tissue is carefully scraped out with the sharp spoon, and, 
lastly, the dressing is applied. In from three to five days the sore has 
disappeared. 
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Health of Kansas City for January. — The monthly report of 
Dr. E. S. Middlebrook, clerk of the Board of Health, for the month of 
January, shows the remarkably high death-rate of 17.4 per 1000. There 
were but 236 births reported (not one apiece for the doctors of the city), 
while the deaths reached 261, the number last year having been 207 and 
in 1887 only 165. There were during the month 75 deaths from pneu- 
monia ( mostly following " La Gripp^"), 14 from bronchitis (all chil- 
dren), 24 from consumption, 3 from tjrphoid fever, 3 from diphtheria, 5 
from scarlet fever, 4 from measles. In 1 1 the cause of death was un- 
known, and one was reported as having died from eczema ( ! ) and one 
from suffocation. The rest were from common, " every-day ** diseases. 

SoMNAL, THE New Hypnotic. — Somual, or ethychloral, is a new 
candidate for hypnotic honors. It will have a hard task to displace sul- 
fonal which has taken a firm hold in recent therapeutics, though it is said 
to be cheaper and to have no unpleasant effects upon the digestion, pulse, 
respiration or temperature. It possesses one advantage over sulfonal : it 
may be given in solution. A good formula is : 

R Somnal. 3ij 

Aquae destillat. fjij 

Syrupi anrantii f3j 

Misce. Sig.: Tablespoonful at bedtime. — Sleep comes on in about a half- 
hour after taking the dose, and continues from six to ei^ht hours, and is 
of the same natural character as that resulting from sulfonal. 



LITTLE ITEMS. 



Unna's comedo paste is made thus : Acidum acetic, four parts ; gly- 
cerine, two parts ; lanolin, three parts. 

Dr. J. M. Donaldson, for a long time located at the comer of Eigh- 
teenth and Chestnut streets, this city, has nu)ved to western Kansas. 

Dr. J. K. Bauduy, of the Missouri Medical College, was elected pres- 
ident of the St. Louis Medical Society at its recent annual electien. 

A body can be cremated at St. Louis now at a cost of only twenty- 
five dollars, including the cost of an urn for the repose of the ashes. 

Dr. A. H. Knfipp, of Coronado, Kas., one* of the prominent physi- 
cians of South-western Kansas, passed a few weeks in the city recently, 
reviewing the colleges and hospitals. 

In the early stages of quinsy, chloral hydrate is nearly a specific, 
three or four grains to the ounce of glycerine being used as a gargle. 
It is locally antiseptic, astringent and sedative. — Medical Record. 

Remember that the Kansas State Medical Society meets at Salina 
on Tuesday, May 13, and if you are not already a member, join; 
if you are not already preparing a paper to read, begin the work at 
once. Don't write it hurriedly. 
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The Missouri State Board of Health met at Jefferson City January 
12. Major William Gentry, of Sedalia, was elected President; Dr. Albert 
Merrell, of St. Louis, vice-President, and Dr. Geo. Homans, of St. Louis, 
Secretary. 

The Missouri State Board of Health formerly had seven members. 
Dr. Cox, of Springfield, died ; this leads to a peculiar condition of things, 
viewed from an anatomical standpoint, for the State Board now consists 
of six members without Cox. 

Dr. J. P. Kingsley, once Professar of Materia Medicain the Missouri 
Medical College, of St. Louis, died January 20 at a little village in Ne- 
braska, from softening of the brain, the result of a blow received some 
years ago when waylaid by robbers. His body will be cremated in St. 
Louis. 

It is now proposed that^ the epidemic was not La Grippe at all, 
but a mild form of dengue, or break-bone fever. The disease certainly 
possessed the characteristic pains and fever of dengue, and in some 
cases the eruption. But the disease does not usually appear so far north. 
Besides, does dengue terminate frequently in pneumonia and pul- 
monary catarrh, as dotbe cases in the prevailing epidemic? 

Dr. J. O. Day died January 29, at his home, 718 McGee street. Dr. 
Day was one of the best-known physicians of the city, having formerly 
been coroner of Jackson county for five years. He was 52 years of age, 
and came to this city about 1870. His wife, a daughter aged 17 and a 
son aged 10, survive him. Death was occasioned by renal dropsy, and all 
hope of his recovery was abandoned several days before his death.

John Wythe & Bro., of 
Philadelphia (see gdv. page 19), have sent out beautiful hypodermic tab- 
lets, presenting absolute accuracy of dose, ready and entire solubility and 
perfect preservation of the drug, as the recommendations for their use ; 
and it is probable there is scarcely a physician in the country that has 
not used them more or less. Many physicians are now even dispensing 
these tablets for internal use ( considering it a heavy blow at homoeopa- 
thy), including such drugs as atropine, strychnine, aconitine, duboisine. 
hyosciamine, hyoscine, hydrargyri chlor. corros., caffeine, etc. Qamples 
will be sent on application. 

Maltine. — When I was a medical student, years ago, I remember 
that maltine was being introduced to the medical profession as a remedy 
in the treatment of bronchial and pulmonary diseases as well as in other 
conditions attended with great prostration or weakness. That it ha^ 
yearly gained in the extent of its use by the profession speaks in more 
than *' clarion tones" f no reference to Bro. Reynolds of Progress} of its 
efficacy. A remedy of less intrinsic merit must have perished. It is put 
up in combination with cod-liver oil, with pepsin, with cascara sagra- 
da, with hypophosphites, with iron, and with the tonics iron, quinine and 
strychnine, so that almost any one of the indications may be met in the 
management of chronic affections, where maltine is so highly bene- 
ficial. 
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Rheumatism.— There is no word of more disgusting sound to many 
doctors than that same rheumatism ; it is Hke the vice of Pope : 

** a monster of sucto hideous mien 

That to be hated needs bat to be seen/* 

because the disease so often proves intractable. But in Ferro-Salicylica, 
Merreirs, an agent has been found which commends itself to the judg- 
ment of scientific practitioners — regardless of special *' schools," past pre- 
judices against "proprietary articles" or peculiar opinions regarding the 
/character of the disease. By its use there is obtained the combined eflfect 
of the alkaline, salicyl and ferric methods of treatment.

Besides its excellence as an expectorant, clinical experience has also 
established the fact that it exerts a tonic influence upon the appetite, 
and that it reduces the night-sweats of chronic bronchitis and phthisis. 
Coccillana also gives promise of usefulness as 'a laxative. — Dose, 10 to 30 
minims ( 0.6 to 2 c. c.) 

EscHSCHOLTZiA {Eschscholtzia Calif ornica, Cham.) Synonym, Cal- 
ifornia Poppy. Part employed, the whole plant. Natural order, Papa- 
veracece. Habitat, California, 

Properties. — ** An excellent soporific and analgesic, and, above all, 
harmless." Recent analysis claims to hkve discovered the presence of a 
minute quantity of morphine in the plant. The quantity contained, how- 
ever, is not sufficient to account for all the therapeutic effects, and fur- 
ther chemical investigation promises to isolate another active principle 
which may better explain its action. 

The drug is a very useful anodyne in certain cases. The inconveni- 
ences attributed to the use of opium, such as stomach disturbance, con- 
stipation, etc., have not in any case been observed in its use. It may 
with advantage replace opium preparations for children. — Fluid extract 
of the plant: Dose, 15 to 30 minims ( i to 2 c. c). 
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EcHiNOCEA {Echinocea Augtistifolia, D. C). Synonym, Black 
Sampson. Part employed, the root. Natural order, Compositie. Hab- 
itat, Western United vStates. 

Properties. — Very strong claims have been recently made for this 
drug as an alterative of great value in all strumous and syphilitic indica- 
tions. Old chronic wounds, such as fever-sores, old ulcers, erc.» have 
yielded to its use after resisting potassium iodide, sarsaparilla, yellow 
dock, etc. 

It is also stated to be an infallible remedy in the treatment of blood- 
poisoning,* of snake-bites, and as a prophylactic and also curative agent in 
hydrophobia — Fluid extract of the root : Dose, >{ to ^ fluid-drachm 
( I to 2 c. c). , 

Hydrastinine. — ( A new derivative of hydrastine — a possible sub- 
stitute for ergot.) 

This substance, an oxidation product of hydrastine, white alkaloid 
of golden seal, has recently been prepared by us in order to afford oppor- 
tunities for physiological investigation in European laboratories, prom- 
inent among which are those of the Universities of Dorpat and Berlin. 

It can be obtained from hydrastine by the action of various oxidiz- 
ing agents, and though the original methods were attended with consid- 
erable waste, improvements in this respect are constantly being made. So 
far the most troublesome element is encountered in its purification and 
crystallizatiin.
